“Listen George,” said one of the 
letters, addressed to Meyers and 
received at the Philadelphia head­ 
quarters of the United States secret 
service, “stay out of the courthouse 
and you and your wife get out of 
Philadelphia by Monday, January 9. 
or we will get the two of you. You 
have been warned. 
The second letter was received by 
Mrs. Meyers at her home. 
It cau­ 
tioned: “Advise husband to stay out I 
of court or death 4 two.” 
Secret service agents examined 
the letters for fingerprints before 
turning them over to postal inspect­ 
ors. 
They bore Philadelphia jxxst- 
marks. 
The agents said Meyers had as­ 
sisted them in th eir attem pt to 
track down members of a ring they 
blame for poisoning victims to col­ 
lect iasumnce. 
Approxim ately $50 -

vision was advanced today by Sen­ 
ator John H. Dent. W estmoreland 
county democrat. 
Dent said he would introduce the 
j necessary legislation as "soon as the 
senate gets organized" and a tte r the 
j inauguration on January 17 of Gov­ 
ernor-elect A rthur H. Jam es, 
His tentative plan calls for the 
abolition of the 575 state stores and 
granting of retail package sales li­ 
censes to existing bars and whole­ 
sale licenses to “responsible" finns. 
Declaring he sought “reform ” in 
the liquor system “both on moral 
and business principles," Dent said 
his proposal provides for a "m orator­ 
ium ” ort retail licenses. 
He added 
there were “too m any outlets now 
and a bar owner can’t make a decent 
living.” 
Dent said any loss of the state’s 
annual $15,000,000 profit from state 
store sales and the $8,000,000 income 
for relief from the IO per cent em er­ 
gency sales tax could be offset by 
adjustm ent of liquor taxes and in- 
i creases in license fees. 
The proposed system which Dent 
! said was modeled after the New York 
j state plan, would lim it retail sales 
to one quart but individuals could 
purchase larger quantities at retail 
prices from ^wholesale outlets.
